the Shettleston Division of Glasgow, ‘was among — 
twelve persons arrested in Glasgow yesterday as a 
sequel to grave rioting by unemployed demonstrators. — 

Shocking scenes were witnessed. The demonstra- 
tors numbered well over fifty thousand, most of them 
unemployed, and after violent speeches by their leaders, 
the mob grew completely out of hand. Shop-windows 
were smashed: and an amazing orgy of SCOR. 
was witnessed. 

Police warnings were ignored and as the situation was_ 
growing increasingly serious, a series of baton charges were 
carried out by mounted police. The mob attacked the police 
with broken bottles and other weapons and casualties were 


numerous. Several policemen had ‘to be ‘sent to hospital and 
many rioters were also injured. 


Later. 

A fresh eutbpeale of -rioting occurred in Glasgow 
after midnight. It took the form of organised looting. 
Large slabs of butter and lard were strewn across the | 
strects of the Garndgad district, where the hooligans 
gathered: while the police were engaged elsewhere. 


When the police returned they .were bombarded 
with jamjars and bottles from the looted shops. . The 
majority of the shop-windows in the area were com- . 
pletely wrecked. The streets were littered with all” 
sorts of commodities. Mounted police charged the 
crowds repeatedly, and order was restored at two 


o’clock in the morning.

DENOUNCED. . . 


GOVERNOR'S SPEECH IN 
"COUNCIL. 


— 


TRIBUTE TO POLICE. 


His Excellency, the Governor, at 
yesterday’s meeting of the Legia- 
lative Council, on behalf of him- 
solf and the Government; express- 
ed their most intense horrer at the 
disgraceful acta which were com- 
mitted and the tragedica which 
occurred during the anti-Japancse 
riots. * 

H. E, the Governor said: 

Before proceeding with the busl- 
neas of the day I wish to make re- 
ference to the deplorable events 
which occurred towards the end of 
Inst week and, on behalf of myself 
and the Government, to express vur 
most intense horror-at tho disgrace- 
fol acta which were committed, 
and the tragedies’ which occurred. 
1 should like, also, to tender to the 
Japanese residents in this Colony 
the decpest sympathy, not only of 
myself and my officers, but also of 
this Council, on the treatment which 
they received and the hardships 
which they experienced. 


Strong Views. 


I find it diMficult to express suill- 
ciently strongly _my views on 
what occurred. Hongkong has, 
hitherto, afforded all Ita residents 
of whatever nationality a measure 
of sufety and accurlty: which could 
not be surpassed in any other coun- 
try. It is well known that: when 
China haa been sutfering from war 
and famine, people have come 
thence to this Colony in search of 
accurity and comparative comfort, 
and they have never been denied 1t. 
All that is asked of those who come 
here, in return for the security af- 
forded, is that they observe the 
principles of Jaw and order, and 
do not interfere with the persons 
and property of others, If they 
fall to lo this, their presence will 
not be tolerated. 


Colony’s Name Besmirched. 


The events of last week have 
besmirched the name of this 
Colony, and, it behoves ull those 
who live in“it to help to clear that 
name, There is some satisfaction 
perhaps in knowing that the more 
responsible Chinese citizens most 
strongly reprobate what has hap- 
pened, und that the acts committed 
were inthe main by less respon- 
sible people, and that probably evil 
influences were behind them. 

I wish to pay a tribute to the 
work done by the Police in the 
course of those riots. They had a 
difficult task, for the disturbances 
were very sporadic Jn nature, and 
just as they seemed to have been 
quelied in one place, they broke out 
in snother. ; 

An‘ Unfounded Statement. 


It has -been suggested -in some 
quarters that the Police were not 
sufficiently backed by Government, 
but I am sure that the Inkpector 
General of Police will endorse my 
assurance that such was‘ not the 
cnac, and that any help asked f 
by him waa at once given, and any 
mensures suggested by him carried 
out. 1 have scen it stated that the 
Police were forbidden to use their 
revolvers until things came to auch 
n.pass that these orders hud to be 
disregarded. ‘There is no truth 
whatever in’ such a statement. 


It would be as well to recapitulate 
the course of events, giving in- 
formation as regards the action 
taken. On. Wednesday, the - 23rd 
September, China declared what has 
been usually described as n day of 
humiliation, and it appears that a 
certain number of people in this 
Colony flew flags at half mast. 
This, in itself, is not an illegal act, 
and it did not appear that any bad 
results were likely to follow. That

STERLING-PAID OFFICERS’ PAY AT 


CURRENT EXCHANGE. 


BETTING TAX PROPOSED. 


In’ the Budget statement 


made at yesterday's meeting of 


the Legislative Council, it was disclosed that revenuc during 
the current year has exceeded expectations, with the result that 
‘}t is expected. to end the year with a surplus of $50,000, instead 
of an anticipated deficit of over two millions. 

The only new impost to be imposed is a Betting Tax, and 
the total revenue for 1932 Is estimated at $33,991,510, with 
expenditure totalling $33,981,661. 

In announcing that sterling-paid Civil Servants will be paid 
at the current rate,of exchange, the Colonial Secretary contended 

_ that they had been bearing a‘ disproportionate share of the 


the Colony’s burden. 


NEED. FOR CAUTION STRESSED. 


The Hon. Colonial Secretury

These figures as Hon. Members are 
no doubt awafe are exclusive of 
the charges for Military Contribu- 
tion and Public Debt. . 

We meet, Sir, at a moment of 
considerable financial perturbation, 
The preparalion of the Budyet had 
proceeded on normal lines, affected 
mostly by the low dollar snd the 
essential need for economy with a 
view to balancing the Budget and 
inauring our financial stability, 
when the news of the financial 
erbsis in England reached ua last 
Monday week. It is too carly to 
aay what effect this crisia and the 
hieasures taken to meet it will have 
on this Colony. Should they re- 
sult in any appreciable rise in the 
sterling value of the della our 
position, so faras the balancing of 
the budget ia concerned will be ta 
that extent Improved, lut we do 
not know what general reactions 
there may be whieh might alfect 
us adversely, and no action has 
been taken to revise the “Budget 
which was already settled before 
the news reached us, 


Faetors of Doubt. 


Another «disturbing: fuetor the 
eifeets of which cannot be foreseen 
has arisen within the last few days 
in the Manchurian imbroglio which 
has been such an unfortunate reac. 
tion in the Anti-dapaneae distur 
bances in Hongkong Inst week-end. 
Hongkong desires to maintain a 
position of the strictest neutrality 
in this dispute between its two 
friends China and Japan, and can 
only express its regret at this fur- 
ther setback to the eause of pence in 
Chins 

While therefore the _finuneial 
crisis at home, the troubles in 
Manchuria, and Currency problems 
in Uongkosy may materially 
affect our position in the near 
future, we must for the moment 
confine ourselves to the factors 
more within eur comprehension in 
‘eonaldering the immediate problem 
of the Budget for 1932. 

These factors are in themselves 
quite sufficient to engage all our 
energica, The fresh outbreak of 
unrest in China and the setting: up 
of a rival Government in Canton 
have caused us-much anxiety. By 
our strict neutrality we have I 
hope merited the goodwill of all 
the rival factions, and we have been 
able to maintain cordjal relations 
with our near neighbours in Kwang- 
tung and’ Kwangsl. But these dig- 
turbanees cannot but have an ad- 
verse effect on trade and commerce, 
and nature herself seems to have 
conspired with man to increase the 
difficulties of the Eastern world. _ 


The Floods. - 


Our fullest sympathy gods out 
to the people of China In the series 
of unparalleled flooda which have 
befallen them. This Government 

. has contributed some help to the 
sufferers in the Kwangtung floods 
and would have done more had its 
own financtal position permitted. 
The outlook In China at the moment 
cannot be called reassuring, but we 
all know the wonderful recupera- 
tive powor of the Chinese, and wa 
fecl sasured that, if only China 
could be given a few years of peace, 
there would bo auch an Increnac of 
prosperity as would wipo out tho 
very moméry.of the present dis- 
tress. : 

From auch information as I have 
been able to obtain, the past year 

. has not been an altogether un-

prosperous — one for . business 
Kenerally, shipping always except- 
ed. The low dollar haa hit cer- 
tain trades, but has benefited others, 
Money has been plentiful, building 
ix going on all over the Colony, 
particularly in Kowloon and on the 
Praya East, and the Steck Ex- 
change has been almost unhealthily 
aclive. IT know that it fn not 
poasible to judye of prosperity from- 
outside appearancer, but we man- 
age to make a brave show in Hong- 
hong in spite of our difficulties; 
and we do undoubtedly — impress 
Vinitors with our appearance .of 
prosperity compared with other and 
leas fortunate places. Our trade 
returns show a reasonable healthy 
volume of business, though admit- 
tedly the business has to be done 
with a lower margin of profit than 
wis the case In years gone by. But 
for the renewal of civil war | in 
China and the eyenta of the Inst 


few weeks, we should have looked |- 


forward to the year 1932 with more 
confidence than we have felt for 
some yenrs past. As it is, how- 
ever, the disturbing clements are 
xo much in evidence that we are at 
the moment forced to be cautious 
in our estimate of the outlook for 
the immediate future. 


The Finances. 


My task this-year in presenting 
the Budget has been considerably 
lightened by the Memorandum of 
the Colonial Treasurer which deals 
fully with the financial position of 
the Colony and with Government's 
proposals for financing loan works, 
I shalt therefore confine my re- 
marks for the most part to matters 
of policy and to the more outstand- 
ing matters in connexion with the 
Estimates of Expenditure for next 
year, 

When the Jast Budget was pre- 
sented to this Council, it was anti- 
cipated Uhat there would be a de- 
fieit of over 214, millions at the 
end of the present year. The re- 
vised estimate shows that revenue 
and expenditure for the year are 
expected to show a surplus of about 
360.000, This ts the more remark- 
able as the estimates were based on 
w 3/4d. dollar, whereas — actually 
the dollar was round about a shil- 
ling or less until the unexpected 
rine Just week. 

One reason for this satisfactory 
position is the excess of over 312 
million over the original cstimate 
of Revenue. As the Treasurer has 
pointed out, Innd sales will have 
contributed largely’ to this excess, 
while the placing of the liquor and 
tobacco duties on a sterling basis 
in February last is estimated to 
bring in nbout $900,000 In ad- 
ditional revenue by the end of the 
year. There is, in fact, a plethora 
of money in the Colony which has 
resulted in what might almost be 
called n land beom, while, as will 
ve seen from the Treasurer's 
memorandum, there has been a 
general review of fees and licences, 
the increnses in which, though small 
in themselves, amount in the ag- 
uregate to a considerable improve- 
ment in the Revenue of the Colony. 

The Salaries Compromise, 

The next most important factor 
in enabling ua to balance the Bud- 
get fs the saving with the dollar at 
1/- of about fourteen lakhs effect- 
ed by converting half the salary 
of sterling paid officers at the arti- 
ficial rate of $1=1/6d. Economics 
were also effected in Other Charges 


and Special Expenditure. Public. 


Works Recurrent were curtailed, 
whilst ‘the revised eatimate for 
Public Works Extraordinary falls 
short of the original estimate by 
three Iakhs, : ‘i 

The position can, 1 think, not 
unreasonably be deseribed os satis- 
factory. Admittedly we are not 
na prosperious as we should like, 
Gut we are able to pay our way 


without any serlous atrain on the’ 


community. Ono.of the chief con- 
tributors to this*happy state of 
affairs has been tho sterling pald 
officer. Tho saving of fourteen 
Inkhs was effected by h.s forego- 
ing, with tho dollar at 1/—, 16 per 
cent. of his salary; as tho dollar 


decrenses, ‘a0 the porcentage cut !“Eatimate of the Financial. post- 
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in the sterling oquivalent of tho 
dollars he recelves increases, Tho 
Government, Sir, does not consider 
It fair that ono section only of ths 
community should*bear such a dis- 


proportionate ahare of the burden 


of balancing the budget. Tho 
example set by Government has not 
been generally followed by the 
business firms of the Colony. Cor. 
tain mercantile houses have found 
it: necessnry to reduce salaries, but 
these are not firms which should be 
taken o8 n barometer for the ad- 
dustment of Government salarics. 
Other large business firms, so far 
as the Government {8 aware, have 
not found it necesanry to curtall 
to any appreciable extent the 
dollar equivalents of their sterling 
salarics. The Government, subject 
to certain amendments. iccepted 
the recommendations of the Salaries 
Commission ng putting the sterl- 
ing pnid officers in thelr | preper 
relation to other sterling paid em- 
loyecs in the Colony, and that re- 
intion becomes disorganized if the 
Government servants are mada to 
suffer, in the dollar equivalenta of 
the salaries, na reduction which has 
net been inflicted on those with 
whose aterling salaries thelr own 
were correlated. In this connexion 
the following quotation from para- 
graph 669 of the recent report of 
the Committce on National Ex- 
penditure presented to Parlinment 
in July last is of interest: 


“Tf in’ view of the present 
economic position it were posaible 
to arrange that all classes of the 
Community should suffer an ail 
round reduction of income, 
whether derived from carnings, 
In order ta bring coats of 
production down to a lower 
level, or inveatmenta, we 
should have no hesitation in 
‘proposing that all — public 
Servants and pensionera, Muni- 
clpal as well as State of what- 
ever grade or kind, old age 
pensioners, widows and = war 
penafoners, should share In the 
reduction, including those whore 
pay had alrendy been reduced in 
accordance with our  recom- 
mendations, We cannot, how- 
ever, justify the singling out 
of public servants and pen- 
sioners from the rest of the 
community for special ancri- 
fice.” 
Can Afford to Pay. 


Twelve months ago the 
finunclal position waa more 
obscure than it is to-day. Govern- 
ment, therefore felt juatified in 
calling on Its own servants 
for a sacrifice. To-day we 
know better where we stand. 
We know, for instance, that 
we can afford to pay these 
sularies without imposing any 
undue burden on the community. 
In view of these considerations it 
is only right that exchange rates 
for the payment of salaries should 
be restored to something more In 
accordance with the facts. The 
Secretary of State'after full con- 
sideration of all tho circum- 
stances has therefore directed 
that sterling salaries shall as 
from the lst January next until 
further notice be converted at 
current rates of exchange with the 
proviso that for the present, pay- 
ment shal] not be made at more 
than twenty dollars to the pound 
terling, With exchange at 114d, 
this proviso wauld mean a-eut of 
4.1/6 and double thant amount 
with an 11d. dollar. The proviso 
will apply to all sterling  poid 
officers irrespective of whether 
they “have dependents in a cold 
country or not. :

The Retrenchment Commission. 


The other ‘matter on which 
[ wish to say a few words before 
coming to the Estimates is the 
Ketrenchment Commission. As 
Non, Members are probably aware, 
the Report ‘was forwarded te 
Government last May, and the 
Government desires to acknow- 
ledge its Indebtedness to the 
Commissioners for the thorough- 
ness with which they tackled their 
important task. Copies of the 
Report were circulated to Mem- 
bers of the Executive Cotncll and 
were also sent to the Secretary of 
State. It has been receiving the 
most careful consideration of 
Government and a report, showing 
which of the recommendations 
have been carried out and com- 
menting on the, Commissioners 
Report generally, is in course of 
preparation and will shortly be 
forwarded to the Secretary of 
State, with a recommendation that 
both the Report and Government's 
Commentary’ on it be published. 
It was hoped to have mado 
publication synchronise with thu 
ficst reading of the Budget, but 
the Report is voluminous and 
many of the recommendations ara 
far reaching, and it was not found 


number of the recommendations 
which have already beon acted 
upon will, however, be found re- 
flected in - the departmental 
entimnatea. .

Tho Abstract of Ex- 
penditure has been altered by 
totalling all expenditure other 
than Public Works Extraordinary, 
fn order’ to emphasize . the 
difference botween recurrent and 
extraordinary expenditure. Ex- 
pendituro from surplus balances 
has been shown in a separate line. 
The particular item this year !# 
for the Naval Arsenal schome, 
which is considered o proper 
charge against Surplus Balances. 
To chargo it against current 
revenuc would mean ofther starv- 
Ing Public. Works Extraordinary 
to that extent, or raising further 
taxation. It ie confidently expect- 
ed that the Government wil] re- 
cover the expenditure from the 
sale of the Iand in question. 
Another alteration in the form of 
the Estimates is in. Head 36 
Public Works Department. In- 
stead of scattering the staff in full 
detail under tho different sub- 
departments, all staff common to 
the department as a whole, og. 
engineers, overseers, foremen, 
messengers, ctc., is grouped under 
“General Staff.” Specialists such 
as. Land Surveyors and’ Meter 
Readers remain under thelr aub- 
departments, whilet the electrical 
sub-department is retained as a 
separate entity. The distribution 
of the General Staff is, however, 
get out in detail in Appendix III. 
The sub-hend “Conveyance Allow- 
ances” has been reduced from two 
pages to a few lines, showing the 
amount for each sub-department 
instead of for each individual 
officer. These alterations have 
been made solely for the-snke of 
elarity and convenience and 1 
trust that Hon. Members will 
approye. : 


Balancing the Budget. 


Hon. Members will see that we 
have budgeted for an expenditure 
of $34,981,661 to meet which we 
expect to receive a revenue of 
$33,991,510 and toe withdraw a 
sum of $1,000,000 from our 
Surplus Balances, This last sum, 
as I have already remarked, is to 
mect the special expenditure con- 
nected with the resumption of 
Naval Arsenal; a scheme which 
has already received the approval 
of this Council, Apart from this 
item we are able to present a 
balanced budget, though not with- 
out much travail. The depreciat- 
ed dollar has made the balancing 
of the budget a cpuse of grave 
anxicty to the Government. Our 
preliminary efforts left us with a 
heavy deficit, and when it came to 
pruning down the expenditure to 
close the gap, we found that our 
reductions would so reduce the 
eMfciency of our administration 
that an increase of taxation was 
the less of two evils. It was for 
this reason that the Government 
decided a fortnight ayo to fmpose 
certain new Taxes, which are 
estimated to produce a gross in- 
erense of some $2,190,000 in the 
revenue. The -Government also 
hopes to introduce before the end 
of the year a Retting Tax estimat- 
ed to bring in some $250,000. 


A Betting Tax. , 


These new ‘Taxes have been 
specially chosen, the Petrol tax us 
being one which will be sa widely 
diffused as to have a barely appre- 
ciable effect on the cost of livins, 
and the others as being luxury 
taxes falling most heavily on those 
best able to afford them. I trust 
that the Council, bearing in mind 
the paramount obligation for a 

alaneed budget, will concur with 
the Government both in the 
necessity for the further taxation 
and in the choice of the methods 
adopted to mect It. 

The ndditional revenue thus to 
be obtained énabled the Govern- 
ment to reconsider certain items 
of expenditure, and, as the result 
of this final ‘reconsideration, we 
were able to increase some of the 
reduced maintenance votes of the 
Public Worka Department, to 
improve the Education grants, to 
improve the Fire Brigade equip- 
ment and to begin tho bullding of 
na new magistracy for Kowloon, 
the present building being utterly 
inadequute for its purpose. 

The present estimates appear fn 
dollars as the largest estimates 
with which the Colony has ever 
been -faced, but it. must not ‘be 
forgotton that ail sterling figures 
are converted at twenty dollars. to. 
the pound saab This inflates 
the dollar figures to an extent out 
of all proportion to any ‘recent 
years and comparisons with earlier 
years would only be profitable. it 
the sterling and dollar expenditure 
of each year could be shown 
neparately. Ihave not been able 
to find any previous budget fram- 
ad on a Bhilling dollar and we 
havo looked back as far as 1860.

Expenditure. I shall only deal 
with the more outstanding items, 
trusting that the foothotes explain 
with sufficient clearness the minor 
decreases and increnses, 

“Head 2.—Cadet Service —-There 
has been ono retirement and one 
resignation, and as no sppoint- 
ments to Hongkong were offered 
at the Civil Service examination 
held in London Jast August there 
is a net reduction of two posta. 

Heads 8 and 4.—Senior Clerical 
and Accounting Staff, and Junior 
Clerical Service.—There is. a net 
reduction in the former of one 
Class II post, of two cach in Class 
Ili and Probationers and of five 
stenographers; in the latter, of 
two Class III posts, one Class IV 
post, two Class V posta, and six 
Clars VI posta. : 

Head 6.—Colonia! Secretary's 
Office.—The steel’ cabinets are 
part of a regular programme of 
equipment for the Sceretarint, the 
chief office of record in the Colony, 
and the expenditure cannot be 
postponed without detriment to 
the orderly preservation of the 
records. 

Head 6.—Secretary For Chineac 
Affairs.—Provision if made for 
two female Inspectors of Mul-tsal. 
A Police Officer has also been 
detailed for this work which is 
directed by a Cadet Officer, an 
Assistant Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs, under the general super- 
vision of the Sceretary for Chinese 
Affairs. Without nan adequ te 
inspectorate staff: it is impossible 
to ensure that there the Inw is 
being obeyed.

Expensive Machines. 


Head 7.—Trensury.—The Trea- 
surer not being a Cadet Officer ia 
now provided for.under thia head, 
and the post of Deputy Treasurer 
disappears. In addition to the As- 
siatant  Asseasor shown under 
Treasury, an officer is being second- 
ed from the Public Works Depart- 
ment for assessment work though 
for the present this latter officer will 
continue to be paid from Head 36. 

The two accounting machines are 
expensive, but the amount taken 
over tha couriter at the Trensury in 
rates and permit fées of one kind 
and another is so large and so con- 
tinually growing, that it is found 
‘that 'the office accommodation is 
becoming insuMfcicnt for the in- 
creasing number of clerks requir- 
ed. It is anticipated that the 
niachines will save six clerka, and 
at the same time be able to cope 
with a fnr larger number of re- 
ceipts. : 

Head 10.—District OMice South. 
-—-A new vote “Scavenging” $1,600 
has been inserted under thia head. 
It is considered that some of the 
villages of medium size, such as 
Tui O and Tsun Wan, in the New 
Territories, should fer rensons of 
health be more adequately senveng- 
ed. Tsun Wan is particularly bad. 
Later on It may be found necessary 
for Government to provide these 
villages with municipal services. to 
a-grenter extent, in which case the 
levying of a rate will have to ba 
considered. 

Head 11.—Post Office (B) Wire- 
less.—The volume of business done 
by. the Government Radio -Tele- 
graph Service continues to expand. 
To deal with the expansion it Ja 
necessary to increase the staff by 
three clerks and five radio post- 
men, : ‘ 


Cars for Conveyance. 


Head 12.—Imports and Exports 
Office—The post of Senior Revenue 
OfMicer has been abolished. A con- 
siderable reduction has been found 
possible. on the “Vote Forma and 
Registers” for’ the Statistical 
Branch by” having this work. 
done by. the Prison Depart- 
ment. It should be noted that, 
despite this ‘incrense ‘of work for 
the Statistical Office, tho vote 
“Stationery, Prison Department” 
‘on page 89 of the printed Estimates 
has been reduced by 16 per cent. 

Hithorto the department has re- 
lied on.officers engaged on dis- 
tillery work on the Island to draw 
conveyance allowances and _pro- 
vide their own motor. cars. With 
the increased cost of cars, petrol, 
ote., officers arc less rendy to pur- 
chaae_cars, and it hag beon found 
necessary to provide a car for the 
department. _ Conveyance allow- 
ances kave been reduced by $1,000 
as_a direct result. : 

Hend 13.- Harbour Department 
—The fall of the dollar has result- 
ed In-increases in the fuel votcs 
of departmonta gonerally,, and 
particularly of tho Harbour De- 
partment. — Fixed — convoyanco 
nilowances havo, boon withdrawn 
from those officers -who are not

Under Special Expondlture pru- 
vision has again been mate for 
new launches for the Sanitary and 
Police Departments, and also for 
renewing the bollors in two 
Iaunches of these departments. 
All these items wero provided for 
in tho 1931 Estimates, but in tho 
intoresta of economy. the work was 
held over. The Harbour Maater 
now reports that all these four 
launches are unsafe and unsorvice- 
able) {it fs therefore ossontlal to 
put the work of building and re- 
boflering in’ hand early next year. 
In_nddition’ to the boiler, launch 
8.D. 2. hns been found to require 
special] repairs eatimated to cost 
$10,000, It is also necessary to 
replace the worn out internal 
parts of Police Ilnunch No. 6. and 
motor Inunch H.D.9. °° * 

A small committee, consisting of 
two Official and two Unofficial 
members, under the Chairmanship 
of the Harbour Master, has recent- 
ly bean set up to enquire. into the 
adequacy’and use of Government, 
launches. This was one of the re- 
commendations of the Retronch- 
ment Commission. . 

Tho provision of $6,400 under 
sub-head 32 is for the training of 
one Government Marine Surveyor 
who is due for leave next year. 
The staffing of the Government 
Marine ' Surveyor’s Department, 
which waa dealt with by tho Re- 
trenchment Commission, 1s still 
under consideration. The other 
itema under Special .Expenditure 
are I think sufficiently explained 
by the footnotes.

Head 15—Fire Brigade.—The 
St. John Ambulance Brigade has 
already gencrously handed over to 
Government two motor ambu- 
lances, on condition that-Govern= 
ment will maintain them, and will 
shortly be presenting a third.!

The motor general service tender 
provided under Special Expenditure 
is required for the conveyance of, 
of fire brigade apparatus. At pre- 
sent equipment is piled on to the fire 
engines, which are in. consequence 
seriously overloaded. It is propos- 
ed to have one tender for Hongkong 
and one for Kowloon, but for next 
year provision for one only is made. 
The pedestal hydrants, 40 in all, are 
in the Public Works Department 
Storo but can only be released on 
payment. Thirty. will be installed 
next year, leaving ten to be inatall- 
ed In the following year. 


Fire Risk 


' The Government Civil! Hospital 
and the Mental Hospital are both in 
serious need of improvement from 
the fire point of view, It is there-_ 
fore necessary to make their fire 
fighting apparatus efficient, though 
ag it is intended to rebuild both 
institutions as soon as funds per- 
mit, the expenditure has been kept 
down tothe minimum. The Dennis 
Turbine Pamp, is a_replncement 
which' will bring the Brigade more 
up to date. With the present ten- 
dency to erect higher buildings it 
is essential that the Fire Brigade 
should be equipped with apparatus 
to reach the upper floora of these 
buildings. -The necessary provision 
ig made under sub-head 18. 

‘Head 16.—Supreme Court.—The 
post of Deputy Registrar at £970- 
has been abolished. 

Halsbury's “Laws of England”, 
which I am informed are constantly 
referred to in Court by Bench and 
Counsel, are being published In a 
new ciition.

‘It remains to be seen how 
these three offices fare with the 
extra work that will necessarily, be 
thrown on to them. As a! very 
large part of the work of the 
Drainage and Roads Offices fs in

Kowloon, 
n_ new block for the Kowloon Hos- 
pital, ond a now Central British 
School, all of which have thrown 
much work on thia sub-department 
without any corresponding provi-

Tho Electrical Office fn divided 
into two branches, Lighting, tele- 
phones, telegraphs, ote, and 
Wireless. Tho former is esren- 
tinlly maintenance work, and is 
more or less constant. The latter 
ia partly mointenance, but also 
includes a certain amount of con- 
structional work. Should the 
Colony retain its wireless sorvices 
we must expect an increase rather 
than-a decrense in this branch of 
the Public Works Department. 


Vehicular Ferry. 


The Port Development Sub- 
department is st present mainly 
occupied with the Vehicular Ferry 
Scheme. On the conclusion of 
this work the ‘staff will bo 
examined in the Hght of the 
future prowramme of port works. 
A commencement has already been 
made with the hydrographic 
aurvey of the harbour. This work 
fa being carried out by special 
temporary staff, which {s shown as 
such in tho Estimates. This 
survey will it is hoped show 
whether any extensive dredginy 
work {fa necessary in the harbour. 

As Hon. Members of the Council 
are aware, Major resumptiona in 
New Kowloon sre by no means 
fininhed. When they are, It is 
Gevernment’s intention to place 
all the valuation work for Govern- 
ment under the Assessor in the 
‘Treasury. Meanwhile the Valua- 
tions and Resumptions OMece must 
he retained under the Public 
Works Department. 

The Waterworks (Maintenance) 
Office is, as its name implies, 
vccupled solely with maintenance, 
which ia a constant charge, in- 
dependent of constructional work, 
except in so far an new water 
works have on completion to be 
looked after by the Maintenance 
Oflice, . 

Under Other Charges a reduc- 
tion of $15,000 or 305. has been 
effected in ‘conveyance allowances. 
The other sub-heads hnve_ been 
closely scrutinised and only the 
minimum amotunta possible insert- 
ed, Sub-head 17 shows a heavy 
increase, but hia is for the Radio 
Telegraph Branch, one of the most’ 
profitable -and most . rapidly 
expanding of the Government's 
assets, .

This is.as,much kg the Govern- 
‘ment feels able to apare for major 
works of construction other than 
loan works. * Commitments 
account for no less, than $800,000 
out of the total, and circumstances 
have compelled the Government to 
adopt n cautious policy as regards 
the commencement of new works 
which might involve commitments 
for the future. It is unnecessary 
for me to go into the details of 
Public Works Extraordinary, they, 
are fully dealt with in the memo- 
randum by the Director of Public 
Works. I would, however, invite 
the attention of Hon. Members to 
the provision for resuming the 
long delayed work on the 100 foot: 
roid between Causeway Bay and 
Ming Yuen Gardens, to the provi- 
sion for a new Magistracy for 
Kowloon, a much needed work to 
which TI have already referred, 
and to the provision of $160,000 
for. nnti-maolarial work. The 
Malariologist has by no, means 
completed his investigations into 
tho malarial, districts of the 
Colony, but he has mado ‘cortain 
recommendations, the ‘cost of 
which so far as the Public Works 
Department is concerned, is three 
lakhs. It {s proposed to expend 
half this sum next year, It was 
only with considerable difficulty 
and after a long delay that we 
were able to obtained tho. services 
of an _oxpeNenced Malariologist. 
Now that we have lilm it is casen- 
tint in the interest of the Colony's 
health that we should imploment 
the result of hia work. Anti- 
malarial work Is expensive, but it 
In of the greatest importance to 
the Colony and It is the intention 
of Government, so far o8 its re- 
sources permit systematically to 
stamp out malaria from the 
Colony, both Island and malntand. 


: Loan Works, ian 
Tho Tronsurer in his memoran- 


dum has dealt with the financing | 
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of the loan works which are at 
present being carricd on ‘by 
ndvances from our surplus 
balances, Details of works 
already in progress will be found 
in Appendix VIL and it only re- 
mains’ for me to.denl with the 
actual work which we hope to 
carry out next year. Formal 
resolutions authorizing the work 
to procesd will bo moved ata 
subsequent meeting of Council. 


In connexton with the Shing 
Mun Scheme it is proposed to 
spend $411,789. Of this sum 
$349.789 is for the 
Reservoir which is being con- 
structed below ground level in the 
Botanical Gardens. I should add 
that,’ on completion of this work, 
the part of the Gardens affected 
will be restored so far as possible 
to its original state. 
for a 24” pipe line to connect’ this 
reservoir to the cross harbour 
pipe-tine, nnd this expenditure will 
complete what is often spoken of 
na the first section of the Shing 
Mun Scheme. 


As regards , the Acrodrome, 
$9,000 will campjete the hangar at 
Kal Tak and $26,000 the road 
which runs round the lund sie of 
the avrodrome. This will com- 
plete tho main construction work 
of the Aerodrome until further 
development is. undertaken, and 
£80,000 being the unpaid balance 
of the £100,000 promised by tho 
Imperial Government, will then be 
due to this Government. 


Waterworks. 


The new dam for the Aberdcen 
Reservoir should be completed by 
the end of this month, Two 
pumping stations, upper = and 
lower, the pipe Hne, the recon- 
struction of [elliott Filter Beds 
und the East Catchwater First 
Section have already been com- 
pleted, whilst the West Catth- 
water 1st section, with a drainage 
area of approximately 250 acres, 
which is already under constric- 
tion, will he finished next year. 
The remodelling and strengthen- 
ing of the existing Paper Works 
dant will be commenced this year 
and completed next year. It ia 
proposed to make a atart In 1932 
with the two remaining items, the 
West Catehwater 2nd section and 
the East Calchwater 2nd section, 
It ia expected that these will be 
finished in 1933 and the whole 
scheme will then bo complete, 
Meanwhile it has for some weeks 
past been possible to utilize water 
impounded by the new dam and 
this additional source of supply 
has been found very valuable. 


$20,000 is provided for the com- 
pletion next year of the second 
sct of Rapid Gravity Filters which 
will bring the total capacity of the 
Shing -Mun filters to 10 million 
gallons per day. This second act 
of filters was originally regarded 
us part of the second section of 
the Scheme, but they were-found 
to be necessury in order to obtain 
the full benefit of the first section 
and they were therefore proceed- 
ed with in anticipation of the 
approval of the major works. The 
latter still await the approval of 
the Secretary of State, but prell- 
minary investigations are in pro- 
svess and. the sentor partner of 
the consulting engineers Is due in 
the Colony in a few days to inspect 
the proposed site of the new dam. 
No provision has been made for 
commencing the major workra 
pending the Secretary of Stnte’s 
approval. : 


The New Gaol, 


The Vehicular Ferry. Plers, on 
which it is proposed to expend 
$770,000 in 1932, should be com- 
pleted by the end of that year. 
This revised estimate for the total 
cost is two lakhs over the original 
estimate: This is due to the drop 
in exchange, which has increased 
the cost of all steel and other 
materials obtained from home. 
It is hoped-that it will be posalble 
to advertise for tenders for the 
running of the service in the very 
near future. 

Hon, Members will, I feel sure, 
rejoice to see that provision has 
at last been made for beginning 
the new Gaol. The site, as Hon. 
Membera are I think aware, has 
finally ; been at Wong 
Ma Kok on the Stanley Peninsula. 
The scheme {s estimated to cost 
$4,500,000 ‘and will take three 
yenrs to complete. In order to 
obtain the best possible advice on 
the details of the scheme the 
Government is sending the Super- 
Intendent of Prisons to visit the 
gaols in, Malnyn and Shanghai, 
and, on his return, will be pre- 
pared to discuss the scheme with 
the Public Works Committee 
Rhould Hon. Members so desire. 
The work onvisaged for 1932 com- 
prises the - construction ‘of an 
approach road 1 2/8rds miles in 
length ‘and the preparation of-v 
site. of about eleven acres.

Press ‘that nothing in the shape of 
anti-Japancan propaganda should 
be published in thelr papers and 
that they must confino themselves 
to statements of fact and fair com- 
mont. 1 also gave instructions that 
the managers of varlous places of 
entertninment should be warned 
that ff any antiJapanese pro- 
paganda took place in such places 
of entertainment they would be at 
once closed, Tho Chinese members 
promised to assist and consult re- 
gularly with the Secretary for Chin- 
cac Affalra in case of developments. 
This they have loyally done, giving 


“great assistance to the authorities. 


Early Disturbances. 


On Thursday there were one or 
two minor disturbances, which were 
promptly dealt with. On Friday 
the disturbances were rather more 
numerous in Victorin, but apart 
from one case they were not serioua, 
and at midnight the city was per- 
fectly quict. Some trouble started 
in Kowloon, in one district only, on 
that day, but was promptly aup- 
preared and the Police felt that they 
had the situation well in hand. 1 
may say that I was myself in the 
town on Friday night and saw no 
signa whatever of trouble. I con- 
ferred with the Inspector’ General 
of Police at that time, and asked 
it he considered any further mea- 
sures were neeessary. He replied 
in the negative, an he waa of 
opinion that things were quictening 
down, 

On Saturday T learned that there 
had been further disturbances, and 
1 telephoned to the Inspector Gen- 
eral of Police and asked whether 
he thourht it would be a yood thing 
to have a “route march" through 
the town, He did not think that 
the occasion had yet arrived for 
any such demonstration: there was 
justification for this view, ns up to 
midday all was perfectly: quiet. 
Shortly after midday however fur- 
ther attacks were made by small 
parties on Japanese shops in the 
astern distriet> . : 


Military Help Give 


In view of this, Mr. Wolfe axked 
that military assistance should be 
made available, if required. His 
Exerllency the General Oflicer Com- 
manding the Troops responded at 
vace to my request for this asais- 
tance, and as a result, troops were 
available that night both in Victoria 
and Kowleon. Had it not been for, 
this: fact, the loss of life on the 
mainland would have been much 
greater, As . yon know, dis- 
turbances broke out very suddealy 
there in various localities, and 
shortly before the arrival of the 
troops in Kowloon City a dastardly 
crime was committed in an isolated 
area on mile away. The Police 
were. quelling a disturbance 
in Kat Tack Round at the 
time and the Military were 
engaged in similar work fn other 
parts of Kowloon and It proved {m- 
possible to get assistance there in 
Lime to prevent what occurred. By 
1 a.m. the rioters had all been dis- 
persed, and Kowloon was absolutely 
quiet, 

Emergency Declared. 


That evening about 8 p.m. the in- 
spector General of Pollce had runy 
me up on the telephone to the effect 
that ‘things ‘looked — more serious, 
and T desided to hold a further con- 
ference eurly on Sunday morning, 
with a view tu taking further emer- 
Keney measures. The conference 
was held, followed by an urgent 
meeting of Executive Council, at 
which the measures were formally 


approved. As & result, 2 state of 
emergency was ‘doclared, and action 
taken on the lines that members 
aro aware of. . 

On Sunday there was a conslder- 
able throwing out Into the streets 
of Japanese goods hy their Chinece 
owners, but otherwise there was no 
trouble. - 

Since Sunday both the fsland and 
Kowloon have remained quict, apart 
from small ‘outbreaks at Belchors 
Street ond Shaukiwan, both of 
which were promptly suppressed, 
There is however still an under- 
current of unrest, and care and 
vigilance are belng maintained. 

Japanese Murdered. 

No Japanese lives have been fost,- 
apart from the aix people murdered 
at Tsang Foo Villas: In the course 
of quelling the disturbances olght 
Chinese riotera were killed. For- 
tunately no lives were lost among 
the Polico and Milltary unite, but 
2 considerable number were Injured, 
some of them very seriously.
